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PREFACE 

VRATAKXNDA  forms  the  sixth  section  of  Kftyakalpataru. 
.It  was  missing  in  the  set  of  the  manuscripts  of  the 
nibandha  in  the  Udaipur  Palace  Library.  Its  existence 
was  not  surmised  by  Mr.  M.  M.  Chakravarti  (J.  B.  A.  S. 
1916,  p.  359)  and  he  suggested  that  the  seventh  and 
ninth  kstn^as  dealt  with  Pnjn  and  Pmyasccitfa  respect- 
ively. MM.  Dr.  P.  V.  Kane  (History  of  Dharmaszstra, 
vol.  L,  1930,  p.  316)  assigned  Prati&tha  the  sixth  place 
in  the  sequence  of  the  kftndas,  and  noted  the  seventh  and 
ninth  parts  as  "  missing  ".  I  discovered  in  January  1939 
the  sections  on  P&j&  and  Vrata  in  the  bundle  containing 
some  sections  of  the  Kftyakalaptaru  in  the  Junior 
Bhonsle  Raja's  Library  at  Nagpur,  whose  existence  was 
known  to  Dr.  Peterson  in  1882  (Report  on  the  Search  for 
Sanskrit  Manuscripts  in  the  Bombay  Circle,  1883, 
pp.  108,  111).  Owing  to  the  absence  of  the  sheet  con- 
taining mangalncarana  in  the  manuscripts  on  Pratisthv 
(of  which  manuscripts  were  known  to  exist  in  the  India 
Office  Library  and  in  the  Library  of  Sarasvatibhavan  at 
Benares)  I  assigned  it  the  sixth  place  in  the  series  (vide 
Introduction  to  the  Dvnakan4a,  p.  18,  G.  O.  S.,  XCII, 
1941),  accepting  the  assignment  made  in  a  note  supplied 
to  me  of  the  manuscripts  of  the  Kftyakalpataru  by  the 
Librarian  of  the  Sarasvatibhavan,  Benares.  In  January 
1943  Mr,  Sadashiv  L.  Katre,  Assistant  Curator  of  the 
Scindia  Oriental  Institute  at  Ujjain  enquired  whether  I 
had  secured  any  manuscripts  of  Vratakarida,  which,  &e 
pointed  out,  was  mentioned  neither  by  Auf recht  ujH&t 


Catalogus  Catalagorum  or  by  Dr.   P.  V.  Kane  in  hit 
History    of  Dhannasmstra,    vol.    1,  and  that   Dr.   V. 
Raghavan,    who  was  preparing  for  the   University  of 
Madras  a  revised  Catalogus  Catalogorum  could  furnish 
no  information  on  this  kanda.     Mr.  Katre  added  that  his 
institution  had  recently  purchased  an  old  manuscript  of 
Vfataknpda  in  which  it  was  described  as  the  sixth  ka$4<* 
of  the  Kftyakalpataru.    The  accession  number  of  this 
manuscript  was   given  as  6102.    He  subsequently  fur- 
nished me  with  an  extract  from  the  pratijmt  prefixed 
to  the  kzyda,  and  gave  me  the  last  two  lines  of  it.     I 
wrote  immediately  to  Sir  V.  T.  Krishnamachari,  then 
Prime  Minister  of  Baroda,  and  to  Sir  S.  P.  Rajagopala- 
chari,  Member  of  the  Executive  Council  of  Gwaiior,  in 
whose  territory  the  Ujjain  Oriental  Institute  was  situated, 
to  allow  a  photostat  copy  of  the  manuscript  (No.  6102) 
to  be  taken.    The  Curator  of  the  Institute  Dr.  (Miss) 
Krause  however  reported  that  the  manuscript  was  on  old 
paper,  which  proved   brittle  when  handled,  and  that  it 
would  not  stand  mechanical  photographing,  and  suggested 
that  the  manuscript  be  consulted  on  the  spot.  Later 
through  the  intercession  of  Sir  S.  P.  Rajagopalachari  »' 
transcript  of  it  was  made  in  the  Institute  and  supplied  on

The  edition  now  released  is  based  on  the  Nagpo, 

"%",  HaSCriptS-    No  fnrther  »an«cripu  of  the 
•  "dd.  ^  fonnd,  though  entries  were  a»!le  by  me. 
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Encyclopaedia  of  Religion  and  Ethics,  (Vol.  XII,  1921, 
pp.  644-659)  will  show  the  points  of  similarity  and 
difference  between  vows  practised  by  different  peoples  and 
religious  systems.  The  aims  of  a  vow  may  be  described 
as  expiatory,  propitiatory  and  corrective.  These  features 
will  account  for  the  wide  practice  of  vows  in  all  systems 
of  religion. 

In  the  Introduction  the  special  features  of  vrata  are 
briefly  described,  and  the  forms  as  well  as  procedure 
.generally  in  the  practice  of  vrataa.  Elaborate  instructions 
are  given  in  the  kit  tufa,  on  PurSnic  authority,  on  the  way 
in  which  every  specified  vrata  is  to  be  done,  and  the 
benefits  that  will  accrue  to  the  vratin  from  the  proper 
accomplishment  of  the  vrata.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  in  the  Introduction  to  describe  these  in  detail, 
vrata  by  vrata,  A  good  deal  is  omitted  in  the  text  also 
in  regard  to  procedure,  as  the  Guru  or  Teacher,  who  has 
to  direct  the  vrata  will  be  conversant  with  it  and  get  the 
vratin  to  do  everything  that  is  necessary  for  the  correct 
performance  of  the  vow.  For  instance,  the  prayers  to  be 
ottered  arc  succinctly  given  in  the  text,  and  also  the 
initial  words  only  of  the  Vcdic  mantras  to  be  recited  in 
each  case,  as  laid  down.  A  vow  having  been  begun  has 
often  to  be  repeated,  for  periods  ranging  from  a  few  days 
to  a  year  or  years  or  even  for  the  whole  lifetime  of  the 
vratin.  As  the  vrata  has  to  be  begun  and  done  at  certain 
"conjunctions",  like  the  lunar  day  (/iMi),  month  (m8ea), 
pak*a  (lunar  fortnight),  ayana  (half-year),  asterism 
(nakfkatra)  etc.,  a  tabular  statement  of  the  vrata*  given 
in  this  kafija  is  added  as  an  Appendix  (Appendix  B. 
pp.  471-478)  in  which,  in  addition  to  the  specification  of 
time  (kola)  and  the  section  under  which  it  is  brought  in  by 
the  author  (vratavibhBga),  the  particular  deities  (tUvataft 
that  have  to  be  worshipped  or  propitiated  in  each  vrata 
are  indicated  against  its  name.  As  vrata*  have  still 
much  attraction  to  people  and  specially  to  women,  titfe

eliminated.  Had  Vratakv#4a  been  available  to  the 
editor  of  this  section  of  the  Ratn&kara  the  work  would 
have  been  possible.  Cangetfwara  deals  only  with  about 
forty  vrata*  in  all. 

By  a  vow  a  person  brings  himself  under  obligation 
to  God,  or  to  a  specific  deity.  A  vow  is  in  a  sense  a 
conditional  promise  to  a  higher  power.  This  is  the  sense 
of  a  vow  in  most  religions,  and  is  roughly  akin  to  vrata 
in  Dharma. 

Many  festivals  and  feats  or  occasions  of  rejoicing 
occur  through  the  year  for  Hindus.  They  are  not  to  be 
counted  as  vrata*. 

The  provision  of  a  place  for  Vrata  in  the  Kflytt- 
kalpataru,  in  which  no  section  on  PrByatciiia  (which 
occupies  a  large  part  in  other  nibatidha*)  has  been  made, 
will  show  the  great  importance  that  its  author  attached 
to  it.  It  could  not  be  otherwise  as  the  topic  takes  up  a 
great  deal  of  space  in  most  Puranaa,  and  the  PurSoa  is 
among  the  recognised  sources  of  Dharma  (See  IntroditC' 
toff,  pp.  29-30  of  Brahmacorikviuta,  G.O.S.,  CVI,  1948). 
Had  he  used  some  of  the  Purffnas,  which  he  omits  to  use, 
like  Brahmavaivarta,  Viwudharmottara  and  Saura,  for 
example,  as  is  done  by  HemAdri  and  later  writers  on 
Vrata,  the  bulk  of  his  work  would  have  been  greater. 
The  texts  of  most  PurSpas,  printed  or  lithographed,  are 
corrupt  and  many  contain  interpolations  of  a  manifestly 
modern  character.  If  and  when  correct  editing  of 
PurSoas  is  undertaken  the  works  of  Laksmldhara  will 
prove  of  the  utmost  value  in  the  restoration  of  a  correct 
text.  This  may  be  seen  in  the  many  footnotes  of  this 
kOfufa,  in  which  passages  omitted  by  Laksmidhara  or 
HemSdrt  or  cited  inaccurately  are  drawn  attention  to. 
The  aim  has  been  not  to  help  in  the  correction  of  pnrBnic 
texts  but  to  make  the  text  of  the  top^o  complete  and  self- 
contained.  What  an  amount  of  labour  the  task  has 
involved  will  be  recognised  by  thoee  who  have  had  to 


wade  through  the  bigger   Porto"   »a  the  available 
editions.

LAKJHMIDHARA  follows  a  definite  plan  in  arranging  the 
sequence  of  the  different  sections  (k&v&a)  of  his  great  Digest. 
The  first  two  are  devoted  mainly  to  the  general  obligations  of 
the  first  two  Oframa*  or  stages  of  life ;  and  the  last  section 
describes  the  life  and  duties  of  the  last  two  torama*.  The  forty 
sacraments  (tamtk&r<u)  are  dealt  with  in  the  first  two  sections ; 
they  are  obligatory.  Besides  them  there  are  duties  that  have  to 
be  discharged  like  the  performance  at  appointed  times  (niyetto- 
Mia)  of  rites  and  duties,  To  their  exposition  the  third  %tf<t<&> 
is  devoted,  The  performance  of  *r&dJiha  is  an  obligation  that 
lies  on  every  one,  except  a  Mtnyds/n.  The  fourth  section  deals 
with  the  subject.  Gifts  (ddna),  though  not  compulsory,  confer 
so  much  merit  (£«tiya)  on  the  giver  that  the  description  of  the 
various  types  of  gifts  and  their  results  takes  up  the  fifth  section. 
Similarly,  the  undertaking  of  vows  and  their  fulfilment  (vrote), 
in  their  diverse  forms,  have  been  regarded  as  of  great  efficacy;

In  a 
challenging  dictum,  distinguishing  between  the  force  of  yam* 
and  niyama,  Mann  lays  down  (IV,  204)  that  even  when 
one  is  in  distress  he  should  observe  inhibitions  (yamjn)  but  need 
not  observe  what  are  enjoined  (ntyam**)*  This  dictum  has 
been  rightly  interpreted  by  Medhatitht,  not  as  permitting  the 
neglect  of  enjoined  duties  (niyamtn),  but  as  indicating,  in  cases 
of  a  conflict  of  duties,  the  preference  of  'inhibitions'  to 
'  prescriptions  *.  Bnebler  hss  therefore  correctly  rendered  the 
spirit  of  Mann  by  translating  yama  as  "  paramount  doty  **  and 
niyama  as  '  minor  duty '.

(tkabkaktam),  taking  only  a  night  meal  (»0*f«m).  fasting 
(mJKXvas&ibrm)  etc.  are  bodily  (*4vt*«)  vralam,  A  vow  (swr*) 
is  ennobled  by  the  procedure  that  precedes  and  accompanies  its 
performance. 

In  Vedic  literature  vraia  occurs  frequently  in  the  sense  of 
an  act  that  ***  to  be  done  («nns|ejMi  Axifmif).  In  the  famous 
passage  in  the  MakibUtnrt*  (XIII,  127)  the  paramount  duty  of 
a  wife  as  devotion  to  her  husband,  loyalty  («*>o*«)  as  as  that  of 
a  minister  to  bis  king,  and  protection  of  the  subjects  and 
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devotion  to  no  other  act  (ananyakarmatS.)  as  that  of  the  King  are 
all  described  as  their  vrata,  «.*.  paramount,  selfmposed  duty. 
Though  not  coming  under  any  of  the  vratat  described  in 
treatises  on  the  subject,  Dillpa's  devoted  attention  to  the 
daughter  of  the  Kftmadhenu  whom  he  had  unconsciously  offend- 
ed ,  making  him  childless,  is  described  by  KalidAsa.  Ragriuvaiprat 
(Ilt  25),  and  is  characterised  as  hi*  upholding  a  vrata  lot  the 
purpose  of  getting  a  son.1 

POPULARITY  OF  VRATAS 

The  attraction  of  vrata*  springs  from  the  beneficent  results 
reported  in  the  Purftnas  to  have  spring  from  their  performance, 
in  Pur£nic  legends  and  to  be  assured  to  performers  by  sages  or 
semi-divine  or  divine  beings  in  whose  mouth  descriptions  of 
vratat  or  their  ..'efficacy  are  put.  This  is  seen  generally  in 
the  instances  given  in  the  panegyric  (^raramsd)  on  Vraia  by 
Lakjmldhara  (pp.  2-3}  and  Hcmadri  (I,  pp.  317-324).  The 
description  anil  prescription  of  individual  vrata*  are  put  into 
the  mouths  of  sages  or  divine  beings,  and  are  to  be  deemed 
as  revelation.  The  sources  of  vrata  literature  are  thus  mainly 
the  liihAia*  and  Purloas.  The  omission  to  describe  or  prescribe 
individual  vrata*  in  imr/if  generally  cannot  be  deemed  as 
diminshing  their  authoritativeness,  as  wnf/ia  are  not  the  only 
sources  of  Dharma.  As  Dharma  is  enjoined  conduct,  the  in* 
culcation  of  vrata*.  and  the  way  in  which  they  should  be  done* 
nave  the  same  weight  and  authority  as  Sm/7i'  prescription. 

That  afwffi*  did  not  deem  vratat,  as  unobltgetory,  or  as  not 
Dharma,  is  seen  by  occasional  prescriptions  of  vratat,  even  in 
DbarmatOtra*.  like  Apastamba,  II,  **,  3*9,  («n«ft  infra,  p.  399) 
on  £itJ9aff0JrpJr0wafam,  and  Visnu  (4$  1-8)  on  dvadarlvratam 
in  tbe  '  white  fortnight  *  (rnkt(tpak»a)  of  the  month  of  mtrga- 
and  the  attainment  of  the  heaven  of  Visnu 


by  the  person  who  performs  it  all  hit  life  (t'n/.  p.  310).  A  second 
citation  Irtm  Vifou  (89,  1-4)  on  the  merits  of  baths  and  fire-rites 
in  tbe  month  of  kArtikn,  making  a  person  lose  thereby  tbe  bad

LATER  LITIRATURB  ON  VIUTA 

The  immense  si*e  of  the  great  Porlpas  in  which  descrip* 
tions  of  the  different  vrates  occur  with  the  need  to  have  coo* 
venient  manuals  containing  extracts  from  them  has  led  to  the 
composition  of  special  works  on  «*»*«§.     Like  Lekemldbara, 
Hemldri  regards  the  sabject  as  an  important  part  of  Dbertna- 
etstra  and  as  entitled  to  treatment  in  a  *ib**4ka  (digest)  dealing 
with  the  *  fourfold  aims  of  existence  *  (c*t*r*trga).     He  there* 
fore  devotes  the  largest  section  of  his  Cahtroargaciml^mm^i  to 
vrata*.    This    section    is    virtually    based  on    Laksmldhara** 
Vrataktwta,  as  will  be  seen  from   my  footnotes.     Hemtdri's 
work    contains   omission*   and    incorrect    citations   to  which 
attention  baa  bean  drawn  In  the  footnote*.  After  Hemadri.  the 
ttnthor  of  no  complete  rV'TinnflansTfta.  nilh  ihs  sir*|iliun  uf 
Mltrauivra,  attempted  to  devote  *  section  of  hie  digeat  to 
Vmt*.  *  Mitramlera's  great  digeat,  VlimifnMtoy*.  has  a  special 
Section  devoted  to  Vrttta  (named  Fml«^m«4»«)  which  is  the 
largest  section  of  the  nibomdh*.    The  late  Bebn  Covinda  Dtea 
estimated  its  «U«  as  22,650  granthaa.     When  printed  it  will  be 
even  larger  and  more  thorough  than  Hemldri's  Vrmtmkktitm 
(2  Vols.,  BiUiotktca  tndte*,  1879).     STankarabhatl*,  the  ton  of 
the    famous    Nllaklotha    Bhaft*.    the   author  of  the  twelve 
«*«!?•*««•,  wrote  a  bug*  work  on  the  subject  named  VMM* 
(the  name  significantly  recalls  that  of  bis  father's  digeat  JBA«y». 
wtftfe-BMCsftm).    It  baa  been  printed  twice  (Lnckaow.  1878, 
1881).    Dr.  P.  V.  Ran*  mentions  another  treatise  on  ?*•**, 
composed  about  1705  by  *  Citpftvana  Brlbman*  named  9*nk*m 
and  named  a  Vr*to*y*p<n>«-k*mm*<n  (printed  at  Bombay  ia 
1863).    Aaotber  work  on  Vrvfts,  also  composed  by  a  Citplvana 
at  Benares  (c.  1736  A.D.)*  i*  the  Vr*t*rjjm  of  Viwanitha.  which 
baa  been  printed  by  the  SM  Venkaterwar  Free*,  Bombay,  in 
1926,    The  ranowned  Kamaltkara  Bbaft*  (c.

descriptions  of  Vtafm,  and  of  the  procedure  to  b«  followed  in 
vrata*  generally  and  in  special  vrata*.  Smjiikauttubha  of 
AnanUdeva  (Niraayasigara  ed.,  1909)  teems  to  have  been  com- 
posed  about  the  middle  of  the  17th  century.  It  contains  sections 
on  Vrata*.  Kftyartraiamuccay*  of  Amrtanltha  Ojha,  which 
has  also  been  printed  at  Bombay,  is  another  work  in  which 
vntta*  are  treated  of. .  The  last  three  are  drawn  upon  by 
Jaganoitha  S'istri  Hosinga  in  his  tabular  classification  of  frafo* 
published  by  Saraswatlbhavan  at  Benares  (1929)  under  the  title 
of  VrataJtcar*.  VmtarjJ*  gives  many  purintc  stories  or  legends 
(Justfcs)  in  relation  to  many  vrata*.  The  aim  is  manifestly  an' 
appeal  to  make  common  people  follow  them. 

FEATURES  OF  LJUCSMIDBAKA'S  won* 

Avoidance  of  unnecessary  matter  is  one  of  the  characteris- 
tics of  the  Kftyakalpatant.

days give  importance  to  a  specific  vrottf,  which  has  to  be  begun 
at  the  conjunction.  In  some  «*wf*e  the  performance  at  the 
conjunction  (e* .  N*x*p**o*ml'9ntfa)  ends  with  the  day  (p.  87).

The  •<*•• 
taptamivarla  ia  to  be  done  for  a  year  continuously,  and  repeated 
all  life  (p.  107>.  The  list  ia  not  axfaaaativa  and  ia  only 
illustrative.

WHAT  Is  MOT  INCOMPATIBLE  WITH  VRATA  PERFORMANCE

A-VRATAOHMXlfl 

A  famous  verve  enumerates  certain  things  that  do  not 
conflict  with  the  discharge  of  a  vow.  They  are  water,  roots,  fruit, 
milk,  fiavi*  (an  oblation  offered  to  the  Sacred  Fire,  like  clarified 
butter),  what  is  desired  by  a  Brfthmaos,  the  words  of  a  Brfihmena 
Guru  and  medicines  (Hemadri,  I.,  p.  333)  Harlta  is  cited  in 
VratarAja  for  the  dictum  that  the  vratin  should  avoid  conversa- 
tion with  ontcastes  (patita),  heretics  (p&khavfa)  atheists 
(*<**/*«)  etc.,  and  should  not  use  cosrse  (ar/l/a)  or  untruthful 
.words  (p.  4).  Should  an  outcasts  be  seen  by  the  vratin  when 
engaged  in  his  vow,  he  should  look  at  the  Sun  to  expiate  the 
sin  (to.  4).  If  the  vratin  hears  the  speech  of  a  woman  In 
menses  (ra/0sv0U)f  a  camUte,  one  who  has  committed  the  great 
sins  (mah*p*taki*)t  or  a  woman  recently  delivered  <*«rt*4),  an 
ontcaste  (patita)  and  a  washerman  (rajaka),  he  should  expliate 
it  by  repeating  the  gfiyatrt  (described  as  V«-f«m<H4),  1008 
times. 

An  upavdta  (fast)  is  ruined  by  sleep  in  daytime,  by  dicing, 
by  sexual  intercourse,  but  drinking  water  when  excessively 
thirsty  does  not  vitiate  it.  (.inf.  p.  4). 

FAILURE  TO  COMPLETE  A  VRATA 

If  a  vow  is  broken  by  failure  to  act  up  to  the  rules  govern- 
ing  it.  it  may  be  resumed  after  an  expiation  which  consists  ia 
tonsure  of  the  bead  and  absolute  fasting  for  three  days  (*«/. 
p.  191).  tf  having  commenced  a  vrata,  the  vratin  dies  before 
completing  it,  be  gets  the  full  benefit  of  the  vrafa,  even  as  if  it 
bad  been  successfully  completed.  The  rule  is  like  that  of  a 
pilgrim  having  commenced  a  pilgrimage  to  a  IfrfJWr  but  dying 
before  completing  it.  If  a  woman  begins  a  vrofff,  and  when 
observing  «A«viM  is  tainted  by  menses,  there  should  be  no 
interruption  of  the  fast  but  the  jW*  and  other  parts  of  the  vratff 
should  be  carried  out  for  hereby  another.  (Satyavrata  cited  in

The  images  to  be  worshipped  or  given  away  at  gift* 
are  to  be  made  of  specified  metals  (gold,  silver  or 
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Ordinarily  oil  is  to  be  avoided  (p.  100).  The  vraiin  should 
avoid  slanderers,  bad  men  generally,  heretics,  outcastes  and 
atheists,  as  well  as  persons  suffering  from  incurable  disease  like 
leprosy.  He  should  maintain  mental  calm  and  be  devout. 

Gifts  are  to  be  made  to  the  Guru  (in  money,  clothes  etc) 
as  well  as  to  Brlhmaoas  at  the  end  of  the  vow.  They  are  to  be 
given  also  the  tutivtdya,  offering  to  the  Fire  or  the  deity 
worshipped  in  the  oral*.  In  some  vratat  virgin  girls  are  to  be 
fed  and  in  others  married  couples. 

TERMINATION  OF  THE  Vow 

The  end  of  the  vnrfa  is  termed £4raswt,  "crossing**,  which 
is  also  the  name  of  the  day  following  the  accomplished  fast. 
The  vrwrtn,  eats,  and  also  feeds  guests,  and  specially  the 
indigent,  helpless,  and  hnngry.  But  infidels,  atheists,  and 
manifest  sinners  are  to  be  kept  out  of  the  feast.  The  word 
j*jffw0a  has  now  come  to  mean  the  feast  following  the  accomp- 
lished vrwf a. 

BENEFITS  or  VRATAS 

Unlike  obligatory  duties,  a  vnrfa  is  undertaken  and  fulfilled 
to  attain  a  specific  object.  The  object  to  be  gained  dictates 
the  choice.  A  vrata  is  not  a  duty  done  for  its  own  sake  (i*. 
nitkAmya-kmrm*).  Gum*  therefore  select  the  vrata  that  will 
enable  a  person  to  gain  a  cherished  object,  otherwise  unattain- 
able* Thus  a  wife,  with  a  fickle  husband,  observes  a  vrata  to 
secure  bis  fidelity  and  to  prevent  his  being  attracted  by  another 
woman.  Childless  parents  practise  a  vrata  to  obtain  mate 
offspring.  Girls  who  are  unmarried  participate  In  wttte*  to 
marry  happily.  Princes  who  have  lost  their  thrones  practise 
vmfcM  to  regain  then.  Princes  who  lack  courage  to  master 
their  enemies  obtain  the  quality  and  success  over  enemies  by 
practising  a  specified  two**.  A  widow  does  a  vrata  so  that  in  the 
next  birth  she  might  escape  the  misfortune.  The  results  of  a 
OTB**  thus  extend  beyond  a  lifetime.  For  most  «***•»,  Invoivtaf 
the  propitiation  of  specific  deities,  happy  ills  lor  vast  periods  in

mated  by  a  war*,  but  the  next  birth  will  be  free  from  the 
trouble*  of  the  present,  which  make  the  tvstfta  petform  the  vow. 

CONCLUSION 

The  specific  nature  of  the  ends  that  are  attainable  by  the 
performance  of  vrata*,  and  their  normal  availability  and  easiness, 
as  compared  with  hard  lives  of  austerity  and  devotion  (*4f/*u) 
which  lead  to  extinction  of  rebirth,  give  their  wide  attraction  to 
vratai  to  ordinary  persons,  and  make  them  specially  attractive 
to  those  who  labour  under  distress*,  The  Porinas  are  foil  of 
descriptions  of  vr«ta*t  and  the  later  Purioaa  vfe  with  the  earlier 
in  multiplying  and  changing  the  vows  described  in  the  earlier. 
L*ksmtdhara*s  work  is  the  /»>«*  exhaustive  but  compact 
treatise  on  this  important  subject.  His  systematisalion  of  the 
vows  and  arrangement  is  so  thorough  that  Hemidri,  in  the 
Vra*akM0*4a  of  bis  huge  digest  (C«f «rwwf  ae»«/*^wr<tO.  closely 
follows  Lakemldhara's  arrangement,  aad  literally  absorbs  his 
entire  work,  amplifying  and  enlarging  ft  by  additional  extracts 
from  other  Pnrloas,  and  prefixing  a  long  account  out  the  Dbarma 
basis  ef  the  subject,  Later  writers  are  not  able  to  excel 
Lakftnldhara  and  Heaidri,  and  they  enlarge  on  topics  omitted  by 
ASM  or  other  of  the  two,  such  as  the  occasions  that  are  astrologi- 
43ally  unfit  for  vrtttes,  even  if  the  other  conjunctions  that  eon* 
atitota  the  appropriate  vrtrta  are  available.  Doubtless,  Laksml- 
dhara  could  not  have  overlooked  this  aspect,  bat  as  a  wsrt*  is 
chosen  by  a  vraiin  on  the  advice  of  a  competent  0*rv,  the 
rejftcttpa  of  times  lor  vrrto*,  which  satisfy  the  features  that  are 
fffquiced  but  are  astrologkaUy  unfit  («*.  when  the  planet 
Bfhaspeti  is  in  Simbartsri  or  is  eclipsed  or  darkened,  or  io 
decline,. or  &»kra  is  similarly  situated  or  a  •nfoasJs*  or  inter* 
calary  month. 

Difficult  times  make  people  tarn  to  means  of  ovarcocaing 
them.*  The  main  attraction  of  «ro««e  would  be  this.  The 
apace  and  labour  devoted  by  taksmldhara  to  the  subject  thus 
reflects  not  only  the  importance  of  vrmtm  In  a  comprehensive 
account  of  Bbacma,  but  the  great  need  for  their  pesformanoe  in 
the  great  empire  in  which  the  chief  minister*a  pptitteti  was  bald 
after  his  father  by  Laksmldhara,
